The letter was written to the 
Hungarian bench of bisheps. It 
was dated Jan. 2, eight days 
after. the cardinal was arrested 
and before he was tried and sen 
tenced to life imprisonment. 

It exhorted Hungarian Roman 
Catholics. to have courage. 

Informed Vatican sources said
